< >n most issues during his term 
in office he stayed pretty well in the 
middle not going to either extreme 
but hr sea4* not liberal enough for the 
liberal* atal n**t conservative enough 
for the- conservatives and the people 
in th* middle 'hat should have back­ 
ed him either did not care or did not 
know what they wanted. 
The biggest chore for the* new 
president, it appears to us is to end 
this picture of hate that our nation 
seems to project. There seems to be 
so little- understanding by 
either 
side of any of the issues facing us 
today. 
And for a nation that was 
founded on the- principles of Christ­ 
ianite and brotherly love this is a 
shame. 
The answers to most of our pro­ 
blems lies somewhere in be tween the 
two factions that line upon every 
issue*. 
It does not matter whether 
the* issue is race, welfare, war or 
any of the other major problems, the 
answers will have to be compromises 
if the y are to succeed. 
Even this word 
compr 'mise 
seems to have become almost a 
a dirty word. And this too is bad 
because compromise is what demo­ 
cracy is all about. We have those 
that seem to think that to compro­ 
mise an issue is to sell out one's 
principles, but even the basic free­ 
dom of free speech is a compromise. 
For my free speech must end 
where yours begins or else one of 
us loses a part of our freedom. 
This has to be the basic concept of 
our w h o le system of government 
and the part that seems to be over­ 
looked so often. 
The whole question of federal 
spending for education, welfare, city 
slums and tin* whole host demands 
on government money must be set­ 
tled on the basis of a compromise. 
The need, regardless of how great, 
must be compromised by our ability 
to pay and remain solvent. 
We do not envy the task facing 
our next president. The whole nation 
appears to be looking for 
simple 
answers to problems so complex 
that there may not even be answers 
for much less simple ones. 
One can only wonder why men 
who appear to have a comfortable 
and successful life will fight so hard 
to win such a thankless job as pres­ 
ident . 
For this nation's sake, we wish 
the new president asuccessful term 
of office and hope that he can lead 
us out of this wilderness of despair 
we seem to find ourselves and this 
nation in.

Th*' bt">t cotton harvest in 
s*»vera'. yr an; Is a little over 
half completed according t ■> 
managers of the two local ta * 
The Hamlin Farm ers Coop 
Gin has w rithed in 4500 bales 
as of Monday, 
according to 
W atts Fletcher, manager, and 
the Farm ers Coop Gin of Nein- 
da had ginned 2810, according 
to Hollis Madden, manager. 
Madden said that he thought 
that they would gin around 
4500 bales 
Fletcher said he 
looks for about 7000 bales be­ 
fore the season is over. Both 
men thought that the bulk of 
tho cotton would be in in the 
next ten days or so 
if the 
weather holds 
The Hamlin Farm ers Com­ 
press reported Monday 
that 
they had weighed in about 
20.000 bales and expect to re­ 
ceive about 30.000 in all. The 
com p ress serves nine area gins 
and weighed in 
6,534 bales 
last week. 
Reports indicate that the 
above average crop i<= running 
from one-half to a bale and 
three-quarters to an acre and 
is grading good. The price is 
averaging from 19 to 21 cents 
a pound 
with some better 
staple cotton bringing from 
23 to 24 cents a pound. 
Both gins and the compress 
report that a shortage of help 
is causing 
some difficulty 
In getting the crop out. 
W ith the 
damp weather 
over the weekend, both gias 
caught up or nearly caught 


up by Monday, but were back 
in full operation Monday after­ 
noon The gin at Neinda caught 
up at 6 a.rn Monday but were 
getting behind 
by Monday 
afternoon. The gin is running 
24 hours a day and ginning 
about 175 to 185 bales every 
24 hours. 
The Hamlin gin had about 
IOO bales on the yard Monday 


afternoon and is ginning about 
1400 bales a week. 
Fletcher said thai his Octo­ 
ber c e i l i n g 
^ U - ,ie u 
vise g a i ­ 
ning of October, 1963, and that 
he felt that the total for the 
year would exceed the 1963 
crop. 
The grading office in Abi­ 
lene is reported to be running 
about 50,000 bales behind.

As of early Wednesday morn­ 
ing 
the nation wide results 
were still in doubt as to the 
winner but Richard Nixon was 
leading. 
The county totals 
in the 
presidential race show Hump- 
hrey-Muskie 
winning 
with 
2370 votes, followed by Nixon- 
Agnew with 1676, and Wal- 
lace-LeMay trailing with 931. 
This is with all boxes com­ 
plete in the county. 
The Hamlin East box voted 
139 for Humphrey, 
57 for 
Nixon, and IO for Wallace. In 
the West box Humpnrcy re­ 
ceived 389, Nixon 245 and Wal­ 
lace 109. The Stamford East 
box was the only major box 
in the county to give Nixon 
a majority with 352 votes for 
Nixon, 286 for Humphrey, and 
121 for Wallace, 
The 
Stamford 
West 
box 
gave Humphrey 332, 
Nixon 
225 and Wallace 132. The four 
Anson boxes, in combined to­ 
tals, 
gave Humphrey 619, 
Nixon 314 and Wallace 215. 
The only results available 
early 
Wednesday 
morning 
from the Stamford West box 
was in the presidential race. 
All other county totals are in­ 
complete 
with nearly 700 
votes out. 
In the race 
for governor, 
Preston Smith led in Jones 
county as he did state-wide 
with 3,038 
to Paul Eggers’ 
1,083. Ben Barnes, Democratic 
candidate for Lt. Governor, 


was the top vote getter in both 
Jones 
County 
and in the 
state with 3,487 to Republican 
Doug DeCluitt’s 664. 
Jones County voters appar­ 
ently approved seven of the 14

children 12 months 
through 
the sixth grade will be 
held 
Thursday, Nov. 14 from 1:30 
to 3.30 p.m. at the 
primary 
school. 
Working with the campaign 
arc Mrs. Bill Davis, 
P-TA 
president; Guy Weaver, Jay­ 
cee chairman; Dr. E. D. Per­ 
rin public health officer; Mrs. 
W. W. Wallace, public school 
nurse; and 
Charles Absher, 
adm inistrator at Hamlin Me­ 
morial Hospital. 
This group met last week 
with John Black of the Tex­ 
as State Health Department 
to make plans for the mass 
vaccination. 
Those who should have the 
measles vaccine are children 
12 months through sixth grade 
who have not had 
regular 
(German-Red, 10-day) measles 
or previous measles 
vacci­ 
nation. 
Children who have 
had either of these are already 
immune and need no additional 
protection. 
Those who should not have 
the vaccine are children sick 
with high fever on the day 
of the vaccination program; 
children who are highly al­ 


lergic to eggs and feathers; 
and children 
who are being 
treated for cancer, leukemia 
or tuberculosis. 
If a child is under a doctor's 
care on Nov. 14, 
the doctor 
should be consulted. 
All pre-school children must 
be accompanied by a parent 
or other responsible adult over 
21 years of age. 
If parents do not remember 
if their children have had the 
measles 
vaccine, authorities 
say they should receive the 
shot. There are no ill effects 
from additional 
dosage and 
and this would make certain 
that the child is protected. 
All children must have the 
permission slip signed by the 
parent or guardian before they 
may receive the vaccine. 
Those writh pre-school child­ 
ren who need a ride to th^ 
school 
to take the measles 
shot may call 576-3317 for 
transportation. 
The shot, believed at this 
time to provide lifetime im­ 
munity, is given with jet in­ 
jection guns. 
There are no 
needles. Cost of the shot would 
normally be $6 but under the 
sponsorship 
of the two 
or­ 
ganizations the shot will be 
free. 
A registration form is in­ 
cluded in this edition of the 
Herald.

t a sh mutton. IM . —The Mex­ 
ico City Olympic Games were a 
triumph 
for American partici­ 
pants and thus the nation. The 
results, while keeping in mind 
that this is a meeting of indi­ 
viduals and not a n a t i o n a l 
competition. in a sense, ended 
Russia’s d o m in a tio n of the 
great international sports event. 
In 1960 the Russians domi­ 
nated the games to a surprising 
degree 
and won more medals 
than participants from any other 
country. In the 1964 games the 
Russians also won the greatest 
number of medals but the United 
States was high in gold medals. 
In theMexicoCity games this 
Russian domination *as appar­ 
e n t ended. 'In the w i n t e r 
games Russian domination has 
never been such a strong threat. 
Normally speaking, one na­ 
tion’s dominance in the games 
would cause no p ro b le m but 


Russian preeminence was used 
as a propaganda weapon by the 
Communists 
and, of 
course, 
many felt the Russian entries 
were, in effect, professionals 
'ompetmg 
against 
amateurs. 


Interestingly, Russian coach­ 
es at Mexico Cit\ were embar­ 
rassed when one of their number 
admitted as much unintention­ 
ally. Thus the end of Russian 
domination is a good thing. Be­ 


fore the Russian era, U.S. ath­ 
letes had captured more gold 
medals than those of any other 
nation for years. 


While the Olympics is billed 
as non-nationalistic, and that 
is the theme, the policy of using 
each nation's flags and playing 
th- national anthem of the win­ 
ners 
in me d a l presentations 
certainly keeps the 
national 
team i d e a very much in the 
minds of competitors. 


Early Season Cotton Insect 
control for overwintered boll- 
weevils and fleahoppers has 
resulted 
in a 25Cr increase 
in yield on the Hoke Propst 
farm 
(Burleson 
place) 
and 
a 33Cr increase on the Charlie 
Propst farm near Truby. ac­ 
cording to a report this week 
from County Agent, 
Kirby 
Clayton who help supervise 
the early season cotton insect 
control program. 
The Propst brothers used 
15 lbs. of Sevin dust or 1.5 lbs. 
of actual sevin material when 
the cotton 
was 5 weeks of 
age or in the pre-square stage 
and the results were rather 
encouraging. 
Hoke 
Propst 
said that this was the best 
crop in 30 years off of the 
Burleson Place, 
where the 
weevils in years past, had de­ 
stroyed much of it. 
Charlie Propst. 
who lives 
near Truby has followed the 
same type early season con­ 
trol program for five years in 
a row and he says that over 
this five year period he has 
consistantly 
increased 
pro­ 
duction by 33CT by the use of 
the program and that through­ 
out the entire period it has 
resulted in a net profit. 
Stuart 
Propst 
and 
Jake 
Jackson said that the $1.25 
per acre spent on early season 
weevil control was the best 
investment 
a farmer could 
make in the heavily populated 
bollweevil areas. 
Based 
upon five straight 
years of success with this pro­ 
gram, 
C lin ty Agent Kirby 
Clayton feels that every farm­ 
er who lives in the weevil 
overwintering 
areas 
should 
make this practice a part of 
his regular farming operations. 


At the same time 
Clayton 
cautions farmers about wait­ 
ing too late in the season to 
start the program, thus taking 
the risk of a heavy bollworm 
infestation. Timing, says the 
Agent, is one of the most im­ 
portant parts of the program 
if one is to be successful. For

early .season control program 
Clayton invites you to visit 
one of the fanners who have 
used it or to drop by his of­ 
fice for a visit.
